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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "flat face-plates of 
different thicknesses" in claims 4 and 19; the "CNC control system" in claims 8 and 
22; the "piezo-electric plate" in claims 10 and 23; the "rotating disk" in claims 1 1 and 
24; the "zoom lens" in claims 13 and 26; the "fastening device including a piezo- 
element" in claims 14 and 27; the "CCD layer with pixel areas" in claims 15 and 28 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for

Computer 
program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), 
and tables having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be

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REFERENCE TO A "MICROFICHE APPENDIX" (See MPEP § 608.05(a). 
"Microfiche Appendices" were accepted by the Office until March 1 , 2001 .)

5. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

Page 6, line 27; page 11, lines 26 and 30, the term "parabolae" should be 

changed to -parabolas-. 

This is an example, applicant is required to correct all of the minor informalities 

such as typos, grammars, inconsistent use of terms (and/or numerals). 



Claim Rejections -35USC§112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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a. Regarding claim 1, line 2; claim 16, lines 2-3, the phrase "such as" renders the 
claim indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are 
part of the claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

b. Regarding claim 1, lines 4-5 and claim 16, lines 4-5, the phrase "in particular" 
renders the claim indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitation(s) following the 
phrase are part of the claimed invention. 

c. Claims 1 and 16, line 11; the terms "and/or" are alternative. 

d. Regarding claims 1 and 16, a broad range or limitation together with a narrow 
range or limitation that falls within the broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is 
considered indefinite, since the resulting claim does not clearly set forth the metes and 
bounds of the patent protection desired. Note the explanation given by the Board of 
Patent Appeals and Interferences in Ex parte Wu, 10 USPQ2d 2031, 2033 (Bd. Pat. 
App. & Inter. 1989), as to where broad language is followed by "such as" and then 
narrow language. The Board stated that this can render a claim indefinite by raising a 
question or doubt as to whether the feature introduced by such language is (a) merely 
exemplary of the remainder of the claim, and therefore not required, or (b) a required 
feature of the claims. Note also, for example, the decisions of Ex parte Steigewald, 131 
USPQ 74 (Bd. App. 1961); Ex parte Hall, 83 USPQ 38 (Bd. App. 1948); and Ex parte 
Hasche, 86 USPQ 481 (Bd. App. 1949). In the present instance, claims 1 and 16, lines 
13-14 recites the broad recitation "at least two optical paths of different lengths", 
and the claim also recites "at least three optical paths of different lengths" which is 
the narrower statement of the range/limitation. 
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e. Claim 1, line 3 and claim 16, lines 3-4; the terms "the point" is not clear, which 
"point" does applicant means here? "point" of an object? or "reference point"? 

f. Claim 7, line 4, the phrase "in such a way" is vague and indefinite. 

g. Claims 2-6, 8-15, 17-28 are dependent from claims 1 and/or 16; therefore, 
inherit the deficiencies of the claims on which they depend. 

It is suggested that the claims be entirely redrafted to conform to U.S. Practice. 
For example, the preamble should not recite so many substantive elements, the use of 
"the" should be avoided in the claims where possible, and each substantive element 
should begin a new clause. It is preferred that "comprising the steps of:" language be 
used in the preambles of the method claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1-28 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

9. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: There was no prior art found by the examiner that suggested modification or 
combination with the cited art so as to satisfy the combination of all the limitations in 
claims 1 and 16. 

As to claims 1 and 16, Seng (5,880,844) is the closest art found by examiner; 
however, Seng, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or render limitations "in 
the imaging beam path of the optical system at the end of at least three optical paths of 
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different lengths contrast distributions of the beams are determined according to the 
distance to the point of the object that is to be measured through at least one sensor 
and that a relationship is established between the resulting contrasting distributions as 
well as that for determining the distance between the point to be measured and the 
reference point contrast values", in combination with the rest of the limitations of claims 
1 and 16. 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Seng (5,880,844) discloses a hybrid confocal microscopy and 
Michniewicz et al (6,268,923) discloses a system for measuring three-dimensional 
surface topography.
